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Abstract 


In the last two decades, the number of medicinal plant processing enterprises in Nepal has 
expanded substantially, reflecting the increasing economic importance of the trade in medicinal 
plants (including fungi and lichens). Publicly available information on medicinal plant processing 
enterprises is, however, of low quality, e.g., the database in the Department of Industry is 
incomplete and even includes a high number of enterprises that do not exist. This market 
imperfection impedes business and research, e.g., making it difficult and costly for buyers to locate 
potential suppliers. This study provides a comprehensive and updated (2015) list of medicinal plant 
processing enterprises in Nepal. The list was generated by combining public and private databases 
with web searches and information derived from the extensive list of contacts maintained by the 
authors and the Transiting to Green Growth: Natural Resources in Nepal (TGG-N) project. A total 
of 325 medicinal plant processing enterprises were identified, of which we were able to directly 
contact 233 to confirm that they existed and were in operation. Their details (name of the company, 
location, and contact information) are provided, and the population list constitutes an entry point 
for actors interesting in developing ties with or studying the medicinal plant processing enterprises 
in Nepal. 
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1. Introduction 


According to the World Bank (2018), the global medicinal plant export market was valued at around 
2.6 billion USD in 2016, tripling in value over the last 15 years, suggesting a relatively inelastic 
demand that is outstripping supply. According to GIZ (2017), the global trade in medicinal plants has 
increased 396 annually since 2010, with an estimated total import of 673,564 tons in 2014 valued at 
2.7 billion USD. The global medicinal plant market, whether in terms of export or import, is 
dominated by China and India. Each component of the production network (collection, cultivation, 
processing, marketing, value addition, manufacturing) provides an opportunity for value addition 
(e.g. Pouliot et al. 2018) and possibilities for creating new enterprises (Kala 2015). 


Despite the ubiquitous use of medicinal plants throughout the world and their high and rising 
economic importance, there is no standard definition of the term. Here, following Smith-Hall et al. 
(2018: 14), medicinal plants are "plants, fungi, and lichens traded to produce pharmaceuticals, 
dietary supplement products, natural health products, cosmetics, and other personal care products, 
and culinary products". This report thus includes fungi and lichens as these are typically traded in 
the same production networks as plants (e.g. Olsen 2005, Olsen & Helles 2009, Pyakurel et al. 
2018)". 


Nepal's unique relief and geographical location make the country a biodiversity hotspot, also for 
medicinal plants. Trade in medicinal plants is high and increasing, of significant economic 
importance to many rural communities and households (e.g. Olsen & Larsen 2003, Pouliot et al. 
2018), of national economic significance (Olsen 2005, Olsen & Helles 2009), dynamic with a 
changing product portfolio (Pyakurel et al. 2018), and including up to 300 difference species 
(Pyakurel et al. 2019). While medicinal plants are exported from Nepal to more than 30 countries 
in Asia, America, and Europe, the main demand plants comes from Indian companies and 
pharmaceutical firms that buy from Nepalese central wholesalers (Olsen & Helles 2009, Pyakurel et 
al. 2018, Subedi 2004) though the demand from China has increased in recent years (Pyakurel et al. 
2018). 


The increasing demand has apparently resulted in a rapid expansion of the medical plant processing 
sector in Nepal through the establishment of small and medium scale enterprises (SMEs) over the 
last two decades (Barakoti 2014, Paudel et al. 2018, Sharma & Shrestha 2011, Subedi 2004), though 
it remains unclear whether this is a response to export opportunities or changes in domestic 
demand. In general, SMEs are not transnational, multinational, publicly owned, or large facilities 
(Badini et al. 2018, Kozak 2007); they play a substantial role in providing alternative sources of

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income, employment, and distribution of wealth in the global south, employing almost 20 million 
people (MacQueen et al. 2006). 


Following Fellows (2011a, b) and Marshall (2011), we distinguish primary and secondary processing. 
The former takes place after collection at local level, mainly as cleaning or simple air-drying, while 
the latter one requires more specialized skills (e.g. oven drying or distilling), purchased inputs (e.g. 
different substrates as part of the production process, such as oil in a lotion, or alcohol in a tincture) 
or technologies (e.g. fermentation, solvent extraction). 


The Government of Nepal (GoN) recognises forest and environmental-based small enterprises as a 
means to address poverty (Paudel et al. 2018) and it has established a detailed political and 
contextual framework to guide the harvesting, trade and conservation of medicinal plants in the 
country. For an overview and brief review of nominal and functional legislation, see the annotated 
bibliography by Smith-Hall et al. (2019). 


Despite the increasing and high economic importance of medicinal plants in Nepal, both to 
harvesters and local communities as well as the national economy (and, with the recent federal 
structure, to some of the new provinces), there is little and scattered information on the country's 
medicinal plant processing enterprises. Publicly available information on medicinal plant processing 
enterprises is low quality, e.g., the database in the Department of Industry is incomplete and it 
includes a high number of enterprises that do not exist. This makes it hard to study the processing 
enterprises (who are they, where are they found) and impedes business by making it more costly 
and cumbersome for potential buyers to locate and get in contact with potential suppliers. 


This study aims to (i) quantify the number of enterprises involved in secondary processing of 
medicinal plants in Nepal, and (ii) generate an updated list with names and contact information. 


2. Materials and Methods 


We used public and sectoral association databases, sector contacts, internet searches, and primary 
interviews to construct the population list of medicinal plant enterprises undertaking secondary 
processing in Nepal. 


The search generated the draft population list was made in a number of discrete steps: 


1. The Department of Industry (Dol) database of 6,109 registered industries (Dol 2015, 
obtained upon written request to the Department) was searched using the medicinal plant 
processing related keywords: herb, herbal, Ayurved, Ayurveda, Ayurvedic, medicine, nature, 
natural, jadibuti, process, extract, incense, essential oil, dyes, traditional, cosmetic, resin, 
soap, herbal tea, and massage oil. This yielded a list of 146 enterprises. We proceeded to 
exclude enterprises (i) that operated in the service sector (these purchase processed 
medicinal plant products rather than manufacture them), (ii) in the tea sector that did not 
produce herbal teas, (iii) that only produced ghee, cooking oil, or coconut oil, and (iv) solely 
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involved in medicinal plant cultivation, import, and/or export. This reduced the list to 115 
enterprises. 

2. Using the same set of keywords, we searched the database of the Jadibuti Association of 
Nepal (JABAN 2015), yielding 125 enterprises. Repeating this using the Nepal Herbs and 
Herbal Products Association database (NEHHPA 2017) yielded an additional 11 enterprises; 
the Ayurvedic Medicine Producers Association of Nepal (AMPAN, pers comm) database 
yielded 17 additional enterprises. 

3. Using the same set of keywords, we searched the database of the Department of Plant 
Resources? (DPR), yielding 73 enterprises. 

4. Aninternet search using the keywords "MAPs processing companies, Ayurvedic companies, 
herbal industries, herbaceutical", together with "Nepal" identified a further 33 enterprises. 

5. Enterprise data were collected in the field in the 22 districts covered by the TGG-N district 
trade survey, the Tibet border survey, and the central wholesaler survey (see Smith-Hall et 
al. 2018 for survey details). This provided a list of an additional 57 enterprises. 

6. The remaining 43 districts (22 covered above, Nepal then had a total of 75 districts) were 
investigated by direct contact to district FECOFUN chapters by phone resulting in the 
addition of another 40 enterprises. 

7. Lastly, following up on the draft list, informal discussions with processors, indicating the 
existence of incense enterprises not included in the draft list, we interviewed the company 
Lovely Incense and staff at NEHHPA, as well as visited medicinal plant retail shops in Boudha, 
Thamel, and Swayambhu in Kathmandu (incense is commonly used by Buddhists and these 
three areas are known for their large number of Buddhist residents and for the production 
and marketing of incense), another 13 enterprises were added. 


Results from all the steps were then combined in the final draft list, with all duplications removed. 
The final draft list consisted of 362 enterprises. This was then finalised by: 


8. Removing all enterprises that only processed exotic medicinal plants (like lemongrass and 
chamomile), thus creating a list of enterprises processing non-exotic Nepalese medicinal 
plants. 

9. Obtaining contact information for the resulting 325 enterprises, using all available sources 
of information, from databases to internet searches to personal contacts. 

10. Systematically contacting all companies to verify their existence. 


This resulted in a final list of 233 medicinal plant enterprises undertaking secondary processing in 
Nepal, with the existence and current operation of each enterprise verified through direct contact.

3. Results 


A total of 325 medicinal plant enterprises undertaking secondary processing of non-exotic Nepalese 
medicinal plants were found for the year 2015, of which 233 were verified to exist and operate. An 
overview (name, location, contact details) of verified enterprises is presented in Appendix |; the 
overview of enterprises (n=92) whose current function could not be verified is given in Appendix II. 
The ten largest enterprises are listed in Appendix III. 


Verified medicinal plant processing enterprises were wound in all seven provinces (Fig. 1) but with 
a clear clustering in Province 3 (including the Kathmandu Valley; 49.496 of all verified enterprises) 
followed by Province 5 (21.096) and Province 1 (16.396). The remaining four provinces contained 
from 1.7-4.396 of enterprises, indicating a pattern of Gandaki, Karnali, and Sudurpashchim provinces 
acting as raw material suppliers to processors in provinces 3 and 5. 


Details of the district and province distribution are provided in Appendix IV. Kathmandu is home to 
37.396 of the enterprises, Rupandhei 8.296, Lalitpur 3.496, Banke and Palpa 3.096, Okhaldhunga, 
Sankhuwasabha and Dang 2.196, 7 districts (Dhankuta, Morang, Panchtar, Udayapur, Kaski, Gulmi, 
and Surkhet) each host 1.796, 9 districts (Solukhumbu, Sunsari, Bara, Rautahat, Bhaktapur, Chitwan, 
Dolakha, Makawanpur, and Sindhupalchowk) 1.396, 7 districts (Khotang, Parsa, Rasuwa, Baglung, 
Parvat, Kapilvastu, and Mugu) 0.9%, 21 districts (Ilam, Jhapa, Taplejung, Tehrathum, Dhading, Kavre, 
Ramechhap, Manang, Syangja, Bardiya, Nawalparasi, Nepalgunj, Pyuthan, Rolpa, Humla, Kalikot, 
Salyan, Baitadi, Bajura, Kailali, and Kanchanpur) 0.496. The Kathmandu Valley (Kathmandu, Lalitpur, 
and Bhaktapur districts) contains a total of 98 enterprises (4296 of the verified enterprises).

The same pattern is found for the enterprises whose existence could not be confirmed. On a district 
level, there were 55 in Kathmandu, 10 in Lalitpur, 8 in Bhaktapur, 4 in Bara, 2 in Banke, Kaski, and 
Parsa districts, and 1 in Dhankuta, Gulmi, Kailali, Makawanpur, Nuwakot, Sarlahi, Siraha, Surkhet, 
and Taplejung districts. 


4. Discussion 


The number of medicinal plant enterprises undertaking secondary processing in Nepal has no doubt 
increased substantially, from around a score two decades ago (Olsen and Helles 2009, Sharma and 
Shrestha 2011) to hundreds today. This is in line with expectations stemming from increasing prices 
for many products (Pyakurel et al. 2018), rising demand from India and China (World Bank 2018), 
and possibly an increase in domestic demand and end product consumption (e.g. Kafle et al. 2018). 
There are no studies of the drivers of the expansion of the Nepalese medicinal plant processing 
enterprises and hence it is not known whether the expansion is driven by overseas? or domestic? 
demand. Another driver of expansion may be government policies: it is officially recognised that 
Nepal mainly exports primary processed (cleaned, dried, and graded) medicinal plants (MoC 2016)

driver is allegedly the possible side effects of allopathic medicines. 
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and that there is substantial scope for increased value-addition through processing? (MoC 2016, 
World Bank 2018). Bans on the export of unprocessed products (see overview in Pyakurel et al. 
2019) may have contributed to the increased number of processing enterprises though this has not 
been documented. 


The verified number of 233 existing and operating enterprises in 2015 is likely to be a low estimate: 
there might be additional companies that were not detected during the search, e.g. because they 
are small, without an internet presence, and located outside the main processing centres. Many 
enterprises might also be unregistered and hence not included in the conducted database searches. 
In addition, some of the 92 enterprises that it was not possible to contact, e.g. because they have 
changed name, location, or contact details, might be in operation. 


The results in the appendices are reported in a format aimed at making the population list useful 
for actors interested in pursuing business and can also form the basis for academic studies. 


5. Conclusion 


The number of enterprises undertaking secondary processing of medicinal plants in Nepal has 
increased at least ten-fold in the past two decades. This report verifies the existence of 233 
medicinal plant enterprises in operation throughout the country, however clustered in the 
Kathmandu Valley and Province 5. An additional 92 enterprises were identified, but their existence 
could not be verified. Their details (name of company, location, and contact information) are 
provided, and the population list constitutes an entry point for actors interesting in developing ties 
with or studying the medicinal plant processing enterprises in Nepal. The reasons behind the 
substantial increase in recent years in the number of medicinal plant processing enterprises remain 
to be systematically investigated; drivers could include increased domestic demand for Ayurvedic 
medicines, bans on export of unprocessed raw materials, or response to increasing demand in 
overseas markets, including Indian and China.
